KILLED BY THOMAS 
BEST, 

Whom He Has Threatened, and 
Upon Whom He is Preparing to 
Make an Attack. 



A Bad Negro Gone— Few Who 
Mourn Him.

carrying with them the fear that some 
soul had, uushriven, been ushered 
iuto the presence of its maker, 
too true was the premonition. George 
Jointer, a worthless negro, whose 
whole life seemed to be given up 
lawlessness and violence, had met his 
death at the hands of Thomas R. Best. 
The facts, as ,wo have been able to 
gather them, are about as follows : 

George Jointer, aged about 21, and 
who had been so successful in getting 
into jail that he had spent 
ubout ten months out of each year, for 
the last ton, behind prison bars, 
had, on June 12, been released upon 
the completion of a jail sentence, for 
breaking into a store, and upon which 
charge he barely escaped the pe 
Jointer had become deeply enraged 
against Thomas Best for some pui 
ishmcutMr. Best had been compelled 
to inflict on him while in jail. He had 
made a practice of telling his keepers 
that he would kill them upon his 
lease, but little attention was paid to 
his threats. However, upon gaining 
his liberty he continued his threats 
against Thomas Best, and exhibited i 
sort of bludgeon and a long dirk-shap 
ed barlow knife with which he boast- 
ed — time and again — he would 
Tom Best up. The threats were 
veyed to Mr. Best,, but he gave them 
small heed till Thursday, when the 
negro appeared near the door ol the 
residence portion of the jail and curs- 
ing Mr. Best, picked up a couplo of 
rocks with which to assault him. Best, 
who was unarmed, weut iuto the 
house to get his pistol, but the County 

ing place within few feet of the d 
Mr. Best was easily dissuaded f 
going back to aid the negro in rail 
a disturbance. This action on Best's 
.part probably emboldened the uegro 
to become still more aggressive, for he 
was even more open and blatant in his 
threats than before. On Saturday 
morning ho was observed to pass the 
jail several times as if looking for 
some one. Best came out, took a seat 
and engaged in conversation with sev- 
eral friend I, whan tho negro came along 
and squaring himself in frout of Best 
with his slick iu one hand and with 
his other hand in his pocket said : "I 

am going to kill you— you d— d s 

b " At this Best sprang up. 

drawing his pistol and firing in such 
haste that the bullet weut wide of ite 
mark. The negro started on a run to 
tho Tyler- Apperson building and got 
about half way down the steps, lead- 
ing to the basement, when Best fired a 
second shot, which struck Jointer 
Squarely in the neck, killing him 
instantly. Best at once surrendered 
himself to the officers and was given 
an examining trial, whore tho proof 
was such as to warrant his discharge.

On Bat t>rday night the negroes held 
a '-festival" at the house of Ben Davis 
Borae'fhlreo miles North of town on the 
W . VT. Thompson farm. During the 
evening -i dispute arose between a 
couplo of those in attendance as to 
whiok^sould most gracefully exhibit 
his owners as a dancer. The dispute 
waxed Into a quarrel and the quarrel 
iuto a free fight. The tale of the 
is that Hayes Scott and Jim 
were indulging in this friend- 
when George Reasor rushed 
room and grabbed Hayi 
. the throat and that about 
fifteen shots were fired, they do not 
know by whom, one of which lodged 
a bullet in the body of the dead negi 
A knife was also used with which Rc 
sor was cut on the head. When the 
smoke cleared away Ueasor was dead, 
and none of the other participants 
hurt. The dead negro worked for Mr. 
Robert Crooks, and was a valuable 
workhand. Four nf groos ha vo been 
lodged in jail charged with being par- 
ticipants in the crime. Their names 
are Hayes Scott. George Soott , Bob 
Black and Jim Holley. A negro man 
of the neighborhood procured his shot 
gun and proceeded to arrest, and 
bring to town the Holly uegro, the 
others were arrested by the officers as 
soon as the fight was reported.

Elizabeth A. Peters, wife of 
ex-Chief Justice B. J. Peters, died at 
the residence of her husband yestei- 
llng at 8 o'clock. She had 
oinpkted four score years, 
reached her seventy-eighth 
birth-day December 20th last. Her 
whole life has been spent in this 
county. Born and reared here, the 
good people know her life as it is. 
They know her faithfulness, her fidel- 
ity and her wifely devotion. They 
know her as one who reigned in her 
home a very queen, and who left 
ng undone to make that home as 
perfect a one for her husband and his 
friends as possible . She was la the 
truest sense a helpmeet to him who 
so many years ago wedded her while 
the bloom ot girlhood yet lingered on 
" ' face. Her home was one to 
which the manv friends, that the pub- 
lic life of her husband had drawn to 
him, were always welcome, and many 
indeed are those who have enjoyed its 
boundless hospitality. Their married 
life reached over the long period of 
sixty-two years.niue months and eigh- 
teen days. A goodly life-time in itselt. 
The true wife held up the hands of 
her husband in all his struggles in po- 
litical and business life. Sheshand 
all his confidences, and right royally 
ited them. 

Peters was a daughter of 
Judge K. Farrow, who was for man- 
i eminent a Circuit Judge ii 
trict. In May, 1833, ove 
sixty-one years ago, she and her bus 
band united themselves with the 
Christian church, and her life as a de- 
voted christian stands a monument ol 
fidelity to and humblo faith in the 
Mastor she served. For more than fort> 
seven years she and her husband have 
lived at the home where she ended her 
days. The hwise, like its, miltrei*, 
belongs to an elder generation, and as 
there are few left liko its mistress, sc 
it ha, few of its kind to bear it com 
p»ny . 

In laying away this grand old wo 
man, who has so well done her part 
in life, our people feel in very truth 
that a void has been created that will 
be felt outside tho circle of relatives 
who, in common with those around I 
her, knew and esteemed her for her 
sterling worth of character. But 
none will miss her more than the poor, 
who have all her life long shared her 
unostentatious charities. She has 
won the Master's '•Inasmuch as ye 
have done it uuto one of the least of 
thete," etc., and ho who docs all 
things well will uot fail of His prom- 

Her funeral will be hold at the 
Christian church this afternoon at 
2 :30 o'clock. Elders Clark and Tlbbi 
will officiate. She will bo laid to rest 
in Machpelah cemetery.

In those days tho city was very 
much smaller, and tho butcher bust- 
ness was conducted very differently. 
It was confined to markets. Every 
butcher "killed hisself," and the 
carts were very largely used in car- 
rying meat from the slaughter house 
to the market. There were no de- 
liveries except to hotels and hoard- 
ing houses. 

As tho city grow and people lived 
farther away from the market they 
could no longer economically carry 
home their moat in baskets as they 
had done. About 1840 meat shops 
started up in various parts of the 
city, and these increased in number, 
and there was an increased demand 
for butcher carts for del ivory um-s. 

In 1810 the cart was improved by 
the addition of half springs, one on 
each side, tho dimensions and stylo of 
the body remaining the same. About 
tho year 1S13 a lighter, straight sided 
cart was built, with top rails and el- 

oral style and api»-;:raiice. was verv 
much like the natty New York butch- 
er cart of today. From that time on 
the use of carts increased rapidly. 
Such changes as were made in them 
were mainly matters of detail and 
construction. The next real step for- 
ward was the introduction of plat- 
form springs, which occurred be- 
tween 1858 and 18(50. The butcher 
cart of 1804 is practically tho cart of 
1800, improved in tho quality of ma- 
terials used, made still lighter and 
better finished, giving an effect of 

The original butcher carts were all 
painted in plain dark colors without 
striping or fancy Wi irk.

;h bright metal work, nor are they 
inted with designs. The carts 
may bo gaudy in color, but aro never 
anything but neat in style and finish. 
Many are now painted white, all 
white, including tho running part. 
Frequently tkey are finished with 
tho body in the natural wood and the 
running part painted to suit the fan- 
cy of tho purchaser. Butcher carts 
are seldom named. Carts, such as 
are ordinarily used, weigh alwut 500 
pounds. They cost about * 100 to *125, 
according to size, weight and finish, 
running occasionally to $130 for a 
heavier cart built for some special 
service. 

While this style of cart was orig- 
inated in New York and is peculiar 
to this city, more or less of them are 
used in various parts of the world. 
Tho first ono sent out of town, went 
to New Orleans in 1S50. New York 
butchers who went to other cities to 
open business took New York butch- 
er carts with them. Visiting butch- 
ers who admired the butcher carts 
used here bought carts in this city 
and took them hoiiio with them. 
For instance, a Liverpool butcher 
took home a New York lniteker cart, 
which is now running in Liverpool. 
New York carts have lieen sold in 
tho various larger cities across the 
country to 8an Francisco, but the 
sale of them in this country outside 
of Now York is now mostly confined 
to the cities of tho Atlantic seaboard. 
Elsewhere, when there is a local de- 
mand for them, they are often made 
by local builders, a New York cart 
serving as a model. New York 
butcher carts are sold in the City of 
Mexico, in Havana, in Panama and 
in other cities of Central and South 
America.— New York Sun.
